RESOLUTIONS 

New Dclhl-l, the 25th February 1966 

No, 6-2/65-Reorgn, ( CO . — The Second Joint Indo- American 
Team, appointed in 1959, to review the position of Agricul- 
tural Education, Research and Extension in India* recom- 
mended that in the interest of consolidating the Central Agri- 
cultural Research Programme and assuring adequate coordi- 
nation, all Central Institutes and Commodity Committees 
should be brought under the full technical and administrative 
control of the Indian Council of Agricultural Research. This 
recommendation was strongly supported by the Agricultural 
Research Review Team, appointed in 1963. The Government 
of India have examined the above recommendations in the 
light of the actual functioning of the Central Commodity 
Committees during the past years and recently decided that 
the Commodity Committees should be abolished and the re- 
search work being conducted by them be integrated with the 
Indian Council of Agricultural Research, which should be 
suitably reorganised and strengthened, so as to enable it to 
develop and administer a National Programme of Agricul- 
tural Research, commensurate with the needs of the country. 
Accordingly, the Indian Central Arecunirt Committee was 
dissolved on 30th September 1965 and its research activities 
(including the administrative control of the arecanut research 
stations) have been assumed by the Indian Council of Agri- 
cultural Research, with effect from 1st October, 1965. 

2. The Government of India have taken oveT the develop- 
ment and marketing functions handled by the Committee. In 
order to continue the association of the various official and 
non -official interests with the development of arecanut and 
have the benefit of their continued advice, the Government of 
Ttidia have decided to constitute an Indian Arecanut Deye- 
looment Council. To begin with, the Council will consist

No, 6-4/65-Reor£n,(CC), — The Second Joint Indo- 
American Team, appointed in 1959, to review the position 
of Agricultural Education, Research and Extension in 
India, recommended that in the interest of consolidating 
the Central Agricultural Research Programme and assuring 
adequate coordination, all Central Institutes and Com- 
modity Committees should be brought under the full techni- 
cal and administrative control of the Indian Council of 
Agricultural Research. This recommendation was strongly 
supported by the Agricultural Research Review Team* 
appointed in 1963. The Government of India have examined 
the above recommendations in the light of the actual func- 
tioning of the Central Commodity Committees during the past 
years and recently decided that the Commodity Committees 
should be abolished and the research work being conducted 
by them be integrated with the Indian Council of Agricul- 
tural Research, which should be suitably reorganised and 
strengthened, so as to enable it to develop and administer a 
National Programme of Agricultural Research, commensurate 
with the need 3 of the country. Accordingly, the Indian 
Central Tobacco Committee waa dissolved on the 30th Sep- 
tember, 1965 and its research activities (including the adminis- 
trative control of the tobacco research institute and stations) 
have been assumed by he Indian Council of Agricultural 
Research, with effect from 1st October, 1965. 

2. The Government of India have taken over the develop- 
ment and marketing functions handled by the Committee. In 
order to continue the association of the various official and 
non-official interests with the development of tobacco and 
have the benefit of their continued advice, the Government 
of India have decided to constitute an Indian Tobacco Deve- 
lopment Council.
